Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Cooper  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban  District 
for  1957*  This  year  a change  appears.  The  report  has  been 
duplicated  to  facilitate  its  earlier  production. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  mid  year 
population  is  increased  by  60. 

There  were  four  more  live  births  in  the  district 
than  in  195^  with  a corresponding  rise  in  the  birth  rate, 
although  this  continues  to  be  lower  than  the  National  birth 
rate. 


The  still  birth  rate  is  much  the  same  as  in  the 
previous  year  and  is  well  below  the  rate  for  England  and 
Wales. 


The  death  rate  is  .5  higher  than  in  195^  but 
continues  to  be  lower  than  the  National  death  rate,  a feature 
that  has  been  evident  in  the  district  for  some  time. 

INPECTIOUS  DISEASES 

The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  was  138 
of  which  Measles  accounted  for  113 • In  the  district  only 

one  case  of  Poliomyelitis  was  notified  during  the  year.  In 
view  of  the  outbreaks  which  occurred  in  districts  to  the  West, 
this  is  something  for  which  we  must  be  thankful. 
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IMMUNISATION 


Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis  continued  during 
the  year.  A large  number  of  children  were  immimised.  Much 
comment  appeared  in  the  National  Press,  particularly  during 
the  time  at  which  outbreaks  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred  in 
various  parts  of  the  country.  The  programme  of  immunisation 
envisaged  in  the  immediate  future  is  to  include  expectant 
mothers,  who  seem  particularly  vulnerable  to  the  paralytic 
form  of  the  disease. 

In  the  past  nine  years  notifications  of  diphtheria 
throughout  the  country  have  fallen  from  3 >575  io  51*  Deaths 
from  diphtheria  have  decreased  in  the  same  period  from  I56  to 
8.  In  the  County  of  Essex  6l  cases  of  diphtheria  were 

notified  in  1948  and  only  2 in  1958 | and  the  deaths  from  the 

disease  have  fallen  from  5 1948  to  none  in  1958. 

It  must  not  be  forgotten,  however,  that  diphtheria 
is  still  a deadly  disease  and  immunisation  is  the  only  safe- 
guard . 

Whooping  Cough  and  Diphtheria  immunisation 
continue.  The  outbreak  of  smallpox  that  occurred  in  London 

during  the  summer  led  to  an  increase  in  the  demand  for 

vaccination  against  the  disease.  The  incident  itself 
reminded  us  of  the  presence  of  smallpox  and  that  with  the 
increased  speed  of  travel  precautions  must  continue  to  be 
taken. 

POOD  HYGIENE 

During  the  year  the  Public  Health  Officer  has  been 
very  active  in  inspecting  food  premises  to  ensure  that  they 
comply  with  the  standard  laid  down  in  Pood  Hygiene 
Regulations. 

GENERAL 


In  conclusion  it  is  v;ith  pleasure  that  I record  my 
gratitude  to  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  Council  for 
their  support  during  the  year.  To  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  I extend  my  thanks  for  his  admirable  help  during 
the  year.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  THE  AREA 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  whole  of  the  water  supplied  to  the  District 
was  obtained  from  the  Dedham  Pumping  Station  of  the  Tendring 
Hundred  Waterworks  Company,  and  amounted  to  175-974  million 
gallons.  The  total  quantity  taken  for  domestic  purposes  was 
146.471  million  gallons,  an  average  daily  consumption  of 
0.401  million  gallons.  The  total  number  of  connections 
(domestic  and  trade)  made  in  the  year  to  the  Company’s  mains 
was  138.  Approximately  2,727  yards  of  new  mains  of  3" 5 4" 
and  6"  diameter  were  laid  in  the  District  during  the  year. 

A number  of  cottages  in  Kirby-le-Soken  are 
supplied  with  water  from  an  underground  stream,  piped  from  a 
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collecting  point  to  seven  standpipes  in  the  main  street  of 
the  village.  The  water  is  sampled  from  time  to  time,  and  is 
satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity. 

A number  of  houses  in  the  rural  areas  of  Kirby-le- 
Soken  and  Great  Holland  rely  for  domestic  water  on  private 
wells,  which  are  kept  inder  observation  and  the  water  sampled 
periodically.  Two  contaminated  well-water  supplies  were 
abandoned  during  the  year.

INSPECTION  OF  MEilT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

There  are  no  slai;ighterhouses  in  the  Urban  District. 
Most  of  the  meat  supplied  to  the  area  is  obtained  by  local 
purveyors  from  wholesale  suppliers.  One  or  two  purveyors 
arrange  for  live  animals  to  be  slaughtered  in  a private 
licensed  slaughterhouse  in  an  adjoining  District,  Meat  and 
foods,  under  preparation  and  exposed  for  sale,  are  inspected 
from  time  to  time  and  as  occasion  arises.

MILK  SUPPLY 


There  is  only  one  registered  dairy  in  the  area. 
The  huilding,  plant  and  equipment,  and  arrangements  for  the 
pasteurisation,  handling  and  distribution  of  milk  are 
satisfactory.  The  milk  supply  for  the  Urban  District  is 
obtained  from  local  dairy  farms,  and  Dairy  Companies  having 
premises  outside  the  area. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Milk  (Special  Desig- 
nations) Regulations,  1949?  four  purveyors  of  milk  were 
granted  licenses  authorizing  the  use  of  the  special  designa- 
tions Tuberculin  Tested  and  Pasteurised  in  relation  to  milk 
sold  locally. 

ICE-CREAM 

Pre-packed  ice-cream  is  sold  generally  throughout 
the  area  under  satisfactory  conditions.  There  were  51 
vendors  of  ice-cream  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

BAKE-HOUSES 


The  enlargement  and  modernisation  of  a bakery  in 
Walton-on-Naze  was  completed  during  the  year,  and  another 
bakery  in  the  town  was  substantially  improved.  In  Printon- 
on-Sea,  a new  small  bakery  was  brought  into  operation. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

REFUSE  COLLECTION,  REMOVAL  AND  DISPOSAL 

A regular  weekly  collection  of  refuse  is  made  from 
all  dwellings.  The  total  weight  of  refuse  collected  during 
the  year  is  estimated  to  have  been  3? 770  tons. 

A new  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  Refuse  Collection 
Vehicle,  of  l6/l8  cubic  yards  capacity,  was  brought  into 
commission  in  July,  1957?  in  replacement  of  an  older  vehicle 
which  had  become  uneconomical  to  operate. 

Income  from  the  removal  of  refuse  from  camping 
grounds  and  trade  premises  amounted  to  £679.

STREET  SCAVENGING 

District  roads  totally  15 <>97  miles  are  regularly 
scavenged  by  street  sweepers  supplied  with  orderly  trucks, 
the  more  important  roads  being  swept  daily.  By  arrangement 
with  the  County  Council,  the  cleansing  of  12.32  miles  of 
classified  roads  is  also  undertaken. 

Street  gullies  are  cleansed  regularly  by  mechanical 
means  under  contract. 

Two  trailer  machines  are  available  for  road  grit- 
ting in  frosty  or  icy  conditions.  The  Council  possesses  a 
snow  plough  for  use  with  a tractor  when  required,  and  can 
also  fix  a blade  to  a motor  scythe  for  clearing  footways  of 
snow , 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

The  enlargement  and  modernization  of  the  male 
section  of  Church  Road  Car  Park  Public  Conveniences  in  Walton- 
on-Naze  has  been  commenced,  and  will  be  completed  before  the 
summer  season  of  1958* 

SUNSHINE  AND  RAINFALL  RECORDS 

Readings  were  taken  throughout  the  year  at  the 
Meteorological  Station,  Nalton-on-Naze,  The  total  sunshine 
for  1957  was  1702.15  hours,  v/ith  a maximum  monthly  total  of 
271*10  hours  in  June,  and  a maximum  daily  total  of  15*20  hours 
on  28th  June*  There  were  60  sunless  days. 

During  the  same  tv/elve  months  17*94  inches  of  rain 
fell,  the  heaviest  monthly  total  being  3*20  inches  in  July, 
and  the  greatest  amount  of  rain  in  one  day  was  1,0  inch  on 
12th  December.  There  were  204  rainless  days. 
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
